They were brought by bus 
from the mid-Manhattan hotel 
where they have been, sequest­ 
ered for the duration of the 
trial and immediately went to a

The jury began deliberating 
the criminal conspiracy trial at 
4:55 
p.m. Thursday,

Today marked the end ot the 
10th week, and this was the 
46th day in session of the trial 
of Mitchell, the former attorney 
general, and Stans, the former 
secretary of comerce. 
The 'two suspects sat with 
remarkable 
calm 
and 
self 
composure through 15 hours of 
summations by counsel for both 
sides 
—the 
defense 
painted 
them as men of honor who 
could not break the law, and 
the government said they were 
liars who sold, political influ­ 
ence —and 3Vk hours of the 
judge’s charge, before the case 
went to the jury. 
The defendants are charged 
with trying to impede a federal 
investigation of financier Rob­ 
ert L. Vesco in exchange for his 
secret $20,000 cash donation to 
the 1972 Nixon campaign, and. 
of lying to the grand jury about 
it. 
The jury must decide the fate 
of each man on one count of 
conspiracy, 
two 
counts 
of 
obstructing 
justice, 
and 
six 
counts of perjury —18 separate 
decisions which will be reported 
out on a. verdict form with a 
vertical 
column 
for 
each 
defendant to be marked “guilty” 
or 
“not 
guilty” 
nine 
times 
each. 
“You are not partisans,” U.S. 
District Court Judge Lee P. 
Gagliardi. told them. when, be 
sent them to deliberate. “ You 
are 
judges 
—judges 
of the 
facts.” 
He told them their verdict 
must be unanimous and added: 
“ Please do 
not 
discuss 
the 
question 
of 
possible 
punish­ 
ment. That is a m atter that 
rests on my eonscience. and my 
conscience alone. If you consid­ 
er it, you are encroaching on 
my function.” 
Discussing the assessing of 
credibility 
of 
witnesses, 
the 
judge reminded them that one 
government witness G. Brad­ 
ford Cook, a former' general, 
counsel and former chairman 
of the SEC, had admitted lying 
before 
the

The new computer in the Auditor’s Office is 
almost human in its ability to compute, think, 
and record. The Rush County tax forms have 
the name of the individual or individuals, the 
value of the property, improvements, 
whether or not there is a mortgage 
exemption, and the new rate. The rate is 
locked into the computer, as each of the 15 
units in the county are different and each tax 
has to be figured differently, the taxes in each 
of the 15 units are computed in succession. 
The computer starts with the net value, 
then the machine starts calculating the 
amount to be paid. The machine can multiply 
and divide. All taxes in the county are figured 
accurately. The computer calculates the tax 
for the year, then divides it by half. All 
property taxes in the county are lowered 
more than 20 per cent. The machine subtracts 
this from the balance, then divides the 
amount in half to give the individual the 
amount to be paid. It has been the policy of 
the treasurer’s office to do all computing 
down to five decimal places. If the 17,000 tax 
form had to be calculated by hand as they 
have been done in the past it would be an 
impossible job. The computer does the final 
calculating in a matter of minutes. 
The treasurer’s office according to Norma 
Starkey, treasurer, must have seven copies of 
each tax duplicate. In the past, the last copy 
is done on a white sheet for permanent record 
and has been hard to read. The new computer 
not only does it accurate and quickly but 
makes each copy clear. 
The taxing rate for each township is 
different. Anderson township has a rate of 
' .21263 with a discount of 2.84. Union township 
has a rate of .20991 with a discount of 2.85. 
Rushville City has a rate of .22826 with a 
discount of 4.305. Thus it is that Rushville city 
* benefits most in the new rate. 
It is a joy to run down the 15 units and see 
how much less the taxes are this year. 
* Anderson township is down .52, Center 
township is less by .43, and Jackson down .45, 
Noble .41, Orange down .51, Posey down .58, 
Richland down .44, Ripley down .74, Rushville 
township down .65, Union township down .43, 
Walker down .47, and Washington township 
down .50. 
Carthage benefits most with a reduction of 
• 2.42, and Rushville City with a reduction of

It is the nature of the Christian to leed on 
God, to develop His likeness by meditating 
upon Him. But is it the nature of sin to feed on 
self. And self is a bottomless pit into which a 
soul continues to sink. 
The happiest people are the most selfless 
people. And in turn they make others happy. 
Death to self is the foundation for a glorious 
life. Only then can God step in to flood the soul 
with joy.

JOHNNY HAZARD "Ml 
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Bayh Accuses American Oil Of 
Playing Games With Alaskan Oil 


WASHINGTON (UPI) _ Sen. 
Birch Bayh. D-Ind. Wednesday 
accused American Oil compan­ 
ies of playing a “switcheroo 
game” with consumers by plan­ 
ning to export Alaskan oil to 
Japan and other countries. 
Bayh told a news conference 
the Federal Energy O f f i c e 
(FEO) confirmed over the week­ 
end the United States will have 
to export substantial quantities 
of the oil because west coast 
markets earmarked for the sup­ 
plies will not be able to absorb 
their daily two million barrels 
until 1985 


The FEO1 reported the majori­ 
ty of the shipment will go to 
Japan, Bayh said. 
He said the new p o 1 i c y 
amounts 
to the swapping 
of 
crude oil, keyed to Alaskan ex­ 
ports, which could cost Ameri­ 
can consumers at least $1.8 bill­ 
ion a year in 1980 and as much 
as $9 billion through 1985. 
“This is an outrageous policy 
and a sharp rebuff to the Ameri­ 
can consumer and industry as 
well at a time when 'both are 
in desperate need of as much 
of the supplies as they can. lay 
their hands on,” he said. 
He noted that one of the main 
reasons he opposed legislation 
last year setting 'tip the Alas­ 
kan oil pipeline was the “ob­ 
vious danger” that there would 
be efforts to export the supplies 
to Japan. 
He noted further the legisla­ 


tion allows the president to au­ 
thorize the exports as long as 
they .don’t diminish 'the amount 
and quality of petroleum avail­ 
able in this country. 
“Because of huge differences 
between domestic and foreign 


crude oil prices,, massive export 
of Alaskan oil even if foreign 
imports balanced the exports, 
■could well cost American, con­ 
sumers 
almost $2 billion 
a 
year whil providing windfall 
gains for the oil companies,” he 
charged. 


He explained the companies 
would likely export up to one 
million barrels a day, securing 
a world price which is signifi­ 


cantly higher than the domestic 
price. 
In order to prevent a decrease 
in oil available to Americans, 
he said, the companies would 
probably oring in foreign oil at 
an average of $5 a. barrel, more 
than the domestic price. 
“I won’t sit still for t h i s 
switcheroo game 'these people 
are playing with our American 
oil,” Bayh said.

Paul’s Missionary Travel 
Takes Him To Macedonia 


By ELISHA DOUGLASS 
Today we begin a study of 
what has been called Paul’s 
second 
missionary 
journey, 
lasting about three years. In 
some 
instances 
he 
revisited 
churches in Asia Minor which 
he 
had 
founded 
or 
visited 
b e f o r e ; more importantly, 
perhaps, during the course of 
this journey he crossed into 
Europe and founded Christianity 
in the western world where it 
was to make its greatest im­ 
pact. 
In 
Antioch, 
at 
the 
very 
beginning of the journey, 
a 
serious disagreement appeared 
between 
Paul 
and 
Barnabas 
which separated the two men 
for the rest of their lives. The 
question was whether to take 
John Mark with them Barnabas 
was in favor of doing so, but 
Paul was opposed because John 


The Sunday School Lesson for 
April 28 is entitled, ‘‘A Strategy 
for Mission.” Acts 15:39-16:10. 


Mark had deserted them on an 
earlier journey in Pamphylia. 
In the end, John Mark and 
Barnabas 
sailed 
away 
to 
C y p r u s , 
Barnabas’s 
own 
country, and he and Paul never 
met again. 


Rift Between Paul and Bar­ 
nabas 
It is almost certain that John 
Mark was not the only cause 
of the rift between the two men. 
From passages in Galatians it 
is 
plain 
that 
Barnabas 
had 
given 
something 
less 
than 
wholehearted support to Paul in 
his campaign to free Gentile 
churches from the obligations 
of the Jewish law, particularly 
in the matter of circumcision. 
Paul may well have opposed 
starting a new journey with two 
men in whom he could not have 
complete confidence. Therefore 
Paul 
chose 
Silas 
as 
his 
travelling companion. Silas is 
mentioned with Timothy in the 
letters to the Thessalonians and 
appears to be the co-author of 
the first Epistle of Peter. 
At Derbe Paul and Silas were 
joined 
by Timothy, 
a young 
man 
who 
became 
perhaps 
Paul's 
closest 
friends 
and 
-companion. The story of how 


Timoth'y joined Paul has often 
puzzled Bible students. Since 
Timothy had a Greek father and 
a Jewish mother, he was a 
Gentile 
and 
of 
course 
un­ 
circumcised. 
Paul 
had 
con­ 
tinually 
insisted that Gentile 
Christians need not be circum­ 
cised in order to be received 
into Christian felowship. Yet 
notwithstanding, Luke tells us 
that Paul “took Timothy and 
circumcised him because of the 
Jews that were in these places, 
for they all knew that his father 
was a Greek.” Paul’s action 
therefore 
would 
seem 
to be 
completely inconsistent with his 
earlier position. 


Paul And The Law 
Actually 
this 
apparent 
in­ 
consistency 
has 
led 
some 
scholars 
to conclude that 
the 
passage 
is spurious and 
was 
written into the original text by 
a later scribe. Yet it is not 
necessary to make any such 
assumption. 
From 
a 
purely 
practical point of view Paul’s 
action 
makes 
sense. 
The 
children 
of mixed marriages 
were so looked down upon by 
Jews that they were in some 
instances even considered to be 
dead. Therefore, unless Timothy 
could 
in 
some 
manner 
be 
rehabiliated he simply would 
have no influence as a preacher 
in Jewish communities. Hence 
the 
circumcision. 
Convinced 
that salvation came by faith, 
Paul’s attitude toward the law 
was one of expediency. As he 
summed up his 
views 
in I 
Corinthians 
9:20-22: “To 
the 
Jews I became as Jew, in order 
to win Jews; to those under 
the law I became as one under 
the law. . .1 have become ail 
things to all men, that I might 
by all means save some.” 


Paul Crosses To Europe 


Another puzzling aspect of the 
passages we study today is that 
Paul 
was 
“prevented” from 
carrying on his work in Asia 
Minor by, in one case, the Holy 
Spirit of Jesus. We do not know 
what actually happened, but the 
Spirit, and in another by the 
fact that “we” suddenly ap­ 
pears in what was a third 
person narrative suggests that 


Luke himself became one of the 
party. Luke was a physician, 
and this in turn suggest* that 
Paul may have needed a doctor 
because of this “thorn in the 
flesh.” Ill health may have 
prevented his traveling until he 
found a physician to accompany 
him. 
In 
any 
event, 
Paul’s 
decision to cross to Macedonia 
coincides with the appearance 
of “we” in the narrative. 
Paul’s entrance into Europe 
was 
a 
great event for the 
western world. If he had limited 
his activities to the lands with 
w h i c h 
he 
was 
familiar, 
Christianity would have been 
much weaker in the West, If 
indeed it could have penetrated 
there 
at 
all. 
But 
Paul's 
m i s s i o n a r y travels greatly 
strengthened the new faith in 
the West, and in the coming 
years 
Rome, 
rather 
than 
Jerusalem or Antioch, would 
become the center of Christian 
influence.
